Next  Speaker 
On  Forum  Meeting 

Dr.  Franklin  S.  Harris,  former 
president  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity and  Utah  State  Agricul- 
tural College,  will  return  here 
Monday  to  speak  at  the  Monday 
forum  assembly.

FREEDOM  ENDANGERED  BY  DISUSE 


In  a period  of  clashing  systems  or  ideologies  it 
is  perhaps  inevitable  that  there  should  be  a decline 
everywhere  in  freedom  of  thought  and  expression. 
Called  upon  by  the  pressure  of  struggle  to  defend 
and  preserve  a particular  system  or  a special  ideol- 
ogy, people  too  easily  cease  to  be  critical  of  it.  They 
come  to  regard  it,  not  as  something  to  be  changed 
or  improved  through  the  dynamic  of  creative  thought 
and  imagination,  but  rather  as  something  to  be 
cherished  and  preserved  just  as  it  is.  To  them  it 
becomes  sacrosanct.  The  liberties  it  provides  do 
not  include  the  liberty  to  think  about  it  or  feel 
about  it  except  in  ways  that  come  to  be  regarded 
as  the  only  right  and  proper  ways.  Any  obvious 
deviation  from  such  ways  is  looked  upon  first  as 
dangerous,  then  as  subversive,  and  finally  as 
treasonable.

spiritual.  Even  in  times  of  peace  and  security  relig- 
ions are  normally  conservative  and  preservative.  In 
revolutionary  times  like  the  present  they  tend  to 
withdraw  more  and  more  within  themselves,  and 
to  set  up  barriers  against  criticism  and  change. 
Amidst  the  upheavals  and  alterations  of  time  they 
embrace  more  closely  and  protect  more  carefully 
the  things  which  they  feel  are  eternal.  Thought 
and  expression  among  adherents  are  accordingly 
discouraged.  The  intellectual  aspect  of  religion  is 
discounted;  the  emotional,  emphasized. 

The  real  menace  to  freedom  in  America  today 
is  this  creeping  paralysis  of  mind  and  spirit.  The 
greatest  need  in  American  life  is  therefore  an 
awakened  awareness  of  the  stem  truth  that  the 
road  away  from  active  minds  and  free  expression 
in  church  and  state  is  the  way  to  decadence  and 
deaths.  We  need  to  be  continuously  reminded  that 
the  good  society,  secular  or  religious,  is  a society 


s What  is  true  of  he  secular  is  equally  true  of  the 
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friendly  to  the  free,  play  of  minds  and  pens  and 
tongues  in  all  matters  of  human  interest.  We  need 
to  understand  clearly  that  every  oracle  of  truth, 
human  and  divine,  can  be  effective  in  a world  of 
competing  oracles  only  as  its  utterances  are  sub- 
jected to  the  unhampered  scrutiny  of  human  reason. 
Even  the  divine  oracle  to  be  enduringly  effective 
among  men  must  find  sanction  in  the  minds  of  men ; 
it  must  be  assimilated  to  the  thoughts  of  men. 
God  himself  is  limited  when  men  cease  to  think.

(a)  the  investigation  of  that 
which  is  here  and  now,  and  (b) 
the  elucidation  of  that  which 
may  have  occurred  in  the  past. 
It  is  obvious  that  such  studies  as 
present  day  rates  of  water  and 
wind  erosion,  the  action  of  the 
heart  under  the  influence  of  cer- 
tain' drugs,  and  the  life  history 
of  the  Anopheles  mosquito  are 
infinitely  more  reliable  than  at- 
tempts to  date  rock  strata  or  to 
trace  the  “descent  of  man.”  It 
is  my  opinion  that  the  usefulness 
of  the  several  sciences  would  not 
in  the  least  be  impaired  should 
scientists  cease  to  try  to  explain 
how  life  came  to  be  and  when, 
things  which  (if  there  is  a God) 
only  God  knows,  and  if  there  is 
no  God,  no  man  will  ever  surely 
know. 

All  Facts 

Whether  it  is  widely  known  or 
not,  it  is  true  that  all  of  the 
facts  of  the  fossil  record  brought 
forth  to  date  conform  as  well 
with  a concept  of  divine  creation 
as  with  organic  evolution.  Fur- 
thermore, both  the  radioactive 
carbon  method  of  age  dating  and 
the  uranium-radium-lead  method 
involve  certain  assumptions 
which  very  well  might  not  be 
true,  and  if  untrue,  allow  many 
conclusions  of  men  working  with 
them  to  suffer  invalidation.

How  would  men,  accustomed  to 
death  and  decay,  have  ever 
known  of  the  Resurrection'  of 
the  Dead,  had  this  principle  nev- 
er been  revealed  by  the  prophets 
and  Christ? 

How  logical  (speaking  of  the 
logic  of  men)  is  the  Ressurrec- 
tion  of  specific  individuals  and 
their  reunion  in  bodies  of  flesh 
and  bone  recognizably  the  same 
as  the  mortal  bodies  which  are 
laid  down  in  death  to  decay 
away  to  dust  and  moisture?  Is 
it  more  difficult  to  accept  the 
words  of  prophets  past  and  pres- 
ent with  respect  to  the  origin  of 
man  upon  the  earth  than  to  ac- 
cept the  literal  and  specific  Res- 
urrection of  the  Dead? 

Be  At  Peace 

Let  us  be  at  peace  in  the  face 
of  these  issues.  There  are  evi- 
dences in  abundance  that  Jesus 
was  all  that  the  New  Testament 
and  Book  of  Mormon  reported 
him  to  be,  that  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon is  true  through  and  through, 
that  Joseph  Smith  was  a Prophet, 
Seer  and  Revelator,  and  that 
from  his  day  to  this  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  I^atter-day 
Saints  has  not  lacked  divine  di- 
rection through  living  prophets, 
seers,  and  revelators. 

Will  the  day  ever  come  when 
academically  trained  Latter-day 
Saints  will  find  no  inclination  to 
be  embarrassed  when  the  state- 
ments of  the  General  Authorities 
run  contrary  to  the  interpreta- 
tions and  conclusions  of  men 
who,  if  they- had  the  opportunity, 
recognized  no  necessity  to  em- 
brace the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ? 

Brilliant  Enough? 

Are  we  , brilliant  enough  to 
separate  that  in  the  archives  of 
science  which  is  reliable  empiri- 
cal data,  from  that  which  is,  in 
the  last  analysis,  inconclusive 
speculation  about  things,  the  ver- 
ity of  which  could  only  come 
from  one  such  as  God  who  was 
there  when  it  happened? 

Are  we  practical  enough  to 
regard  lightly  those  interpreta- 
tions which  have  no  value  to  us, 
not  even  in  giving  us  the  best 
motivation?  As  I witness  how 
one  theory  of  the  nature  of  light 
has  given  way  to  another — how 
one  theory  of  the  nature  of  acids 
has  given  way  to  another— I mar- 
vel at  the  “religious”  tenacity 
with  which  men  of  science  cling 
to  the  theory  of  organic  evolu- 
tion.

The  bulletin  contains  an  article 
by  Dr.  M.  Wells  Jakeman,  head 
jf  the  BYU  archaeological  de- 
partment, that  links  a stone 
sculpture  found  in  the  sopthem 
part  of  Mexico  with  Lehi’s  dream 
of  the  tree  of  life  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon. 

Other  articles  dealing  with  the 
Book  of  Mormon  were  written 
by  Irene  Briggs  Woodford  and 
Thomas  Stuart  Ferguson. 

The  bulletin  is  being  distrib- 
uted to  scientific  institutions,  li- 
braries, and  professional  archae- 
ologists in  the  American  field 
throughout  the  United  States.
